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Biographies 


Julia Mirzoev is a second year student in the process of completing her bachelor’s in violin perfor¬ 
mance. Mirzoev started playing violin at the age of two and a half years with her father. She studied with 
Jacob Lakirovich up until she began her undergraduate education with Jonathan Crow, at The University 
of Toronto, where she has sat in principal positions in the University of Toronto Symphony Orchestra as 
well as the University of Toronto Opera Orchestra. Mirzoev has won multiple first prizes across national 
and provincial competitions, as well as the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra concerto competition 
first prize, granting her a series of solo concerts with the Toronto Symphony orchestra. Mirzoev is an avid 
orchestral, chamber, and solo musician. She is currently a recipient of the Oskar Morawetz Scholarship 
and the Peter & Frank Barry Goulding Scholarship at the University of Toronto. 

Native of Newfoundland, Danielle Greene is currently a violin performance major in her third year of a 
bachelor of music at the University of Toronto. She studies with concertmaster, Jonathan Crow, as well 
as principal violist, Teng Li. Greene has performed in masterclasses with Professor Mark Fewer, Jacques 
Israelievitch, Marie Berard, Philippe Djokic, Annalee Patipatanakoon and David Stewart, to name a few. 
Prior to UofT, Greene’s past violin teachers include Professor Nancy Dahn, whom she studied with ex¬ 
tensively, Nancy Case-Oats and Andy Kao. Pier past piano teachers include Professor Timothy Steeves. 
Sally Rowsell and Sheena Roberts. Greene is a past member of the Newfoundland Symphony Orches¬ 
tra, where she had the opportunity to perform with numerous artists; including Canadian operatic tenor, 
David Pomeroy, Mark Fewer of the St Lawrence String Quartet, prestigious pianist Jan Lisiecki and the 
world-renowned vocal group Rajaton. Greene performed as a featured soloist with the National Arts 
Centre Orchestra during their Atlantic Tour in 2011. She is a committed musician, and she looks forward 
to continuing a lifelong career in music. 

Clara Nguyen-Tran is currently completing her undergraduate degree for viola performance at the 
University of Toronto, where she studies with Eric Nowlin. She has been principal violist of the Toronto 
Symphony Youth Orchestra and assistant principal of the Orford Academy Orchestra, as well as a mem¬ 
ber of the University of Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Orford Academy Orchestra, Sneak Peak Orches¬ 
tra, and National Youth Orchestra of Canada.

When not teaching for Sistema Toronto, Lamberton can be found 
playing for Musica Reflecta. 

Georgia Vogeli is a 20-year-old violinist from Calgary, Alberta who has had a love of music her whole 
life. She has played numerous instruments, enjoys singing, and holds a specific adoration for chamber 
music. Vogeli has competed in several competitions including the Calgary Kiwanis Music Festival, Alberta 
Provincial Music Festival and Canadian Music Competition winning several scholarships and awards.
